Cops combing 
river valley 
for clues 


O Police tape off four-acre section of Henrietta Muir Edwards 
Park O Riverboat launch within search area O Joint task force 
seeking clues in ‘an investigation or multiple investigations’: RCMP 


Project KARE has sealed off parts 
of the river valley until tomorrow 
after determining there may be 
evidence vital to a case or cases 
currently before the joint police 
investigation unit. 

Sgt. Tim Taniguchi of the RCMP 
would not say what cases or elab¬ 
orate on evidence found leading 
to closing down parts of Henriet¬ 
ta Muir Edwards Park for a “com¬ 
prehensive search.” 

“I would say it’s unique,” 
Taniguchi said of the three-day 
co-ordinated effort, which police 
say is not tied to the disappearance 
of Master Cpl. Richard Curnow. 

“Information has been 
obtained and it has pointed in the 
direction of this park,” he added. 

Project KARE is a joint task force 


of the Edmonton Police Service 
and the RCMP that probes high- 
risk missing persons cases and 
homicides. 

Dozens of missing persons, 
including 13 prostitutes, are on 
the Project KARE docket. 

A footbridge from the Muttart 
Conservatory to the park and 
between downtown and the park, 
and pathways from the Edmonton 
Queen to 96A Street are closed as 
police teams comb within. 

No vehicle routes are affected 
by the four-acre section now cor¬ 
doned off by yellow tape and pro¬ 
tected by officers. 

Taniguchi, who “was brought 
into the loop three weeks ago,” 
said the search’s timing is related 
to environmental conditions.

“We’re going to ... see if 
we can come up with some 
sort of formula that works 
for both the city and the Ed¬ 
monton Eskimos.” 

Council will decide on 
the project next week, and 
will also hear of an option 
to sell some of the old seats 
to the public.

Canada is becoming a har¬ 
bour for cybercrime as 
hackers move their opera¬ 
tions away from servers in 
China and eastern Europe, 
according to a report from 
the U.S.-based security 
firm Websense. 

There was a 319 per 
cent surge in the number 
of Canadian servers host¬ 
ing phishing sites in the 
past 12 months, even as 
most countries saw their 


numbers decrease, the re¬ 
port suggests. 

Canada now finds itself 
second on the list of coun¬ 
tries that host the most 


phishing sites, which at¬ 
tempt to trick users into 
handing over their person¬ 
al information, passwords 
or banking data. The num¬ 


ber of bot networks —

Pakistan’s prime minister

O Study finds popular site drives 
readership with links and ‘likes’ 


Facebook is influencing 
what news gets read on¬ 
line as people use the In¬ 
ternet’s most popular 
hangout to share and rec¬ 
ommend content. 

That’s one of the key 
findings from a study on 
the flow of traffic to the 
web’s 25 largest news des¬ 
tinations. 

The study was released 
yesterday by the Pew Re¬ 
search Center’s Project for 
Excellence in Journalism. 

The referrals typically 
came from links posted by 
friends on Facebook’s so¬ 
cial-networking site or 
from “like” buttons, which 
Facebook encourages oth¬ 
er websites to place along¬ 
side their content. 


Web traffic 


Twenty-one news sites al¬ 
lowed data to be tracked 
for the study. 

Facebook was responsible 

for three per cent of the 
sites’ traffic. 

Five of the sites got six to 

eight per cent of readers 
from Facebook. 


The Facebook effect is 
small compared with 
Google’s clout. 

Google Inc.’s dominant 
search engine supplies 
about 30 per cent of traffic 
to the top news sites, ac¬ 
cording to Pew. 

But Facebook and other 
sharing tools, such as 
Addthis.com, are empow¬ 
ering people to rely on 
their online social circles 
to point out interesting 
content. Google uses an 
automated formula to help 
people find news. 

Facebook is at the fore¬ 
front of this shift because 
it has more than 500 mil¬ 
lion worldwide users. 
That’s more than any oth¬ 
er Internet service built for 
socializing and sharing. 

“If searching for the 
news was the most impor¬ 
tant development of the 
last decade, sharing the 
news may be among the 
most important of the 
next,” the Pew report said. 

Meanwhile, major news 
sites are getting less than 
one per cent of their traffic 
from Twitter, even though 
it had about 175 million 
accounts last year.

One of the videos 
shows three young cubs 
playfully chasing a leaf. 
Another, triggered by an 
infrared sensor, recorded 
giant cats strolling across 
a clearing at night. 

Sumatran tigers are 
on the brink of 
extinction because of the 
destruction of forests, 
poaching and clashes 
with humans. 

Their numbers have 
dwindled to about 400 
from 1,000 in the 1970s, 
according to the World 
Wildlife Fund, which set 
up the cameras in Riau 
and Jambi provinces 
three months ago. 

Karmila Paralckasi, 
who heads the group’s 
tiger-research team on 
Sumatra island, said cap¬ 
turing a dozen cats in 
such a short period is as¬ 
tonishing. The cameras 
were set up in a corridor 
— not officially protect¬ 
ed by the government — 
between the Bulcit Tiga- 
puluh National Park and 
Bulcit Rimbang Baling 
Wildlife Sanctuary.

It’s 
not how I want to look 
when I’m pregnant, it’s just 
how I look. But I always get 
women that are really sure 
of themselves, like, “You’re 
carrying low. You’re having 
a boy. And it’s going to go 
real early. It’s your first ba¬ 
by, right?” And I’m like, 
“It’s my third.” Eveiyone’s 
an expert. The unsolicited 
advice never ends when 


you’re pregnant. 

Have you ever had a wedding 
experience as crazy as the one 
in the movie? 

Nothing like this, oh God 
no. And I haven’t been a 
bridesmaid that much. I 
feel like a lot of my friends 
got married when I was 
working on SNL, and a lot 
of people get married on 
Saturdays. 

What do you get recognized 
for the most? 


These days it’s usually 
Whitney, maybe a little 
Oprah peppered in. They 
still say Donatella, but I’m 
like, “Wow, that’s a really 
old reference.”

Third, prepare for her to 
ignore you. 

Remember that these 
are the issues that psychol- 
ogy/psychiatiy are founded 
on, so the best option is to 
talk to someone and find 
coping mechanisms that 
will help you change your 
reaction to her, so that her 
presence doesn’t make you 
spontaneously combust. 

Sometimes altering 
your behaviour is enough 
to alter the dynamic be¬ 
tween you. 

And if not, limit the du¬ 
ration of her visits so that 
you can put aside your 
grievances long enough to 
show your child what she 
can look forward to deal¬ 
ing with one day ... with 
you.

Last week, 
four people 
sent me Fi¬ 
nancial Plan¬ 
ner Kurt 
Rosentreter’s 
article enti¬ 
tled Canadian 
30 Year Olds are Screwed. 
His catchy title has shone a 
light on the dismal finan¬ 
cial situation of the average 
Canadian 30-something. 

I agree that the 30-some¬ 
thing crowd make the 
biggest financial decisions 
of their life all within a few 
short years: education, ca¬ 
reer, marriage, home buy¬ 
ing, children and much 
more. The financial stakes 
are high, and without help, 
this group seems to make 
poor financial choices 
which will result in a life¬ 
time of debt and limited 
net worth when retire¬ 
ment knocks. But, I don’t 
think 30-somethings are 


screwed. Perhaps chal¬ 
lenged; but certainly not 
hopeless. 

To get this group back 
on track, 30-somethings 
need to get 10 times more 
financially savvy and start 
playing bottom line “catch 
up.” 

Good money manage¬ 
ment doesn’t mean keep¬ 
ing up with the Jones’s, 
fancy cars and monstrous 
houses. Rather it’s about 
keeping debt low and sav¬ 
ings high. 

Get savvy. Take 10 min¬ 
utes a week of Internet 
time and invest it in your 
financial education. Do 
your Internet banking, set 
up a net worth spread 
sheet, use free online fi¬ 
nancial tracking tools avail¬ 
able at any bank website to 
keep tabs on budgets and 
spending. 

Consolidate unruly lines 
of credit into a traditional 
fixed rate mortgage while 
taking advantage of histori¬ 
cally low interest rates. 
Lines of credit are masked 
as good debt, but they of¬ 
ten cover up systemic over¬ 
spending problems.

Marriage has

Marriage, or whatever 
you call the (hopefully) 
lifetime union of two peo¬ 
ple, is a very pragmatic 
thing — especially finan¬ 
cially. A financial union 
should create a far 
stronger whole than each 
of the individual parts. 

Even so, many couples 
keep their their financial 
affairs completely sepa¬ 
rate. I know those who 
have been together from 
many years and have kept 
their finances religiously 
divided to the point that 
they don’t know what 
debts the other has, their 
income, retirement provi¬ 
sions or even whether or 
not they are current with 
their bills. 


Sad statistic 


► 48 per cent of Canadian 
marriages end in divorce. 


The main problem with 
this approach is that nei¬ 
ther person can effectively 
plan their own future, be¬ 
cause what one person in a 
permanent relationship 
does financially affects the 
other person. 

If one partner, for exam¬ 
ple, is secretly paying only 
the minimum on his or 
her debt, the couple may 
have difficulty borrowing 
to consolidate other debts 
or getting a mortgage to 
buy a house. 

At it’s extreme separate 
finances can lead to some 
very unpleasant surprises 
down the road. In one 
case I worked on, the hus¬ 
band, supposedly a travel¬ 
ing salesman, was actually 
a professional gambler. 

Result: Divorce and per¬ 
sonal bankruptcy for the 
wife. Husband — off to 
parts unknown. 

The guy was a schmuck 


and even joint finances 
wouldn’t change that, but 
the wife would have likely 
clued in a whole lot soon¬ 
er. 

On another occasion, 
the wife, though working 
at a good job, was secretly 
using pay day loans each 
week because she’d fallen 
so far behind in her credit 
card payments. 

Result: They worked on 
it and are on the road to 
solvency, but not without 


a lot of mutual pain and 
sacrifice. 

Personally, I think at 
least a limited amount of 
co-financial management 
is preferable and should be 
centered on areas of joint 
concern including house¬ 
hold spending and any 
loans that affect both part¬ 
ners. 

That way you both 
know what is going on 
with shared expenses and 
debt.

If you haven't addressed 
these issues yet, here's 
some tips to get started: 

Make the cottage your princi¬ 
pal property: As with most 
investments, the real estate 
value of a cottage increases 
over time. The difference 
between the cottage's pur¬ 
chase price and the final 
sale will generate a capital 
gains tax when it's inherit¬ 


ed, sold or gifted to 
children and/or heirs. The 
CRA capital gains rule 
states that the profit or cap¬ 
ital gain related to the 
transfer of ownership of 
the property should be 
taxed at 50 per cent, 
payable immediately. One 
way around this is to sell 
the family home and 
declare the cottage as the 
primary residence. What's

option is that the taxman 
will grant you a "principal 
residence exemption" even 
if you only live at the 
cottage for short periods. 

Transferring the cottage to 
the kids and/or heirs: One 

way of protecting your fam¬ 
ily from the burden of the 
capital gains tax is by pur¬ 
chasing a life insurance 
policy. Since many older 


people in their 70s and 80s 
can't be insured, this insur¬ 
ance policy would be man¬ 
aged by the kids and/or 
heirs. Generally, the annual 
cost is affordable but this is 
finally determined by the 
insured's age and health. 
When both parents die, the 
insurance proceeds will be 
used to pay for the capital 
gain tax.
